Tables, or the Rule from whence theſe Tables are founded, 
ought tO be followed, ſince all the Ghanges and Full-moons 
on which theſe Tables depeng, errs a day each 300 years, 
ſo that now it errsnear 5 days, as you may ſecin my Almas 
nack for 1687 and Ephemeris which I intend for 1688.
